TALLAHASSEE — The cabinet 
Tuesday abolished the position of 
coordinator of higher education it 
created six months ago and gave 
to Colin English. 

The Legislature, which adjourn- 
ed last Friday, declined to provide 
funds to make the office -and 
English’s employment permanent. 

On the motion of Gov. Warren, 
English was given the usual two- 


weeks “termination pay for per- 


sons leaving the state under hor- 
orable circumstances.” 

English could not be reached 
immediately for comment. 

The former state school super- 
intendent, who ran unsuccessfully 
fer governor last year, has been 
drawing his salary at the rate of 
$6,500 a year from Gov. Warren's 
contigent fund because the cabi- 
net board-of education which hired 
him has no money of its own. 

The cabinet recommended that 
the legislature appropriate $14,400 
a year to pay English $8,000, h's 
secretary $3,000 and office expens- 
es. for the two years beginning 
July 1, but the Legislature declin- 
ed. 

A proposed clause in the appro- 
priations bill also would have 
barred the governor from paying 
salaries from his contingent funds 
but an administration leader got 
that knocked out after stating he 
Was,authorized to say English 
would. not be paid from the fund.

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Warren Vetoes Bill To| ATMAN namen 


Legalize Gambling 
TALLAHASSEE—A bill raising 
the tax on coin-operated pin ball 
machines and legalizing free games 
for winning scores has been vetoed 
by Governor Warren. The Govern- 
or said he vetoed the measures be- 
cause it would authorize gambling, 
as defined by thè Supreme Court, 
and might revive the law legaliz- 
-~ ing slot machines and one-armei 
bandits. 

The bill, passed in the closing 
days of the recent ‘legislature, in- 
creased the tax on coin-operated 
music machines and pin ball: ma- 
chine operated with one or more 
balls. Governor Warren said he 
also was opposed to the bill be- 
“cause it contained no restriction 
on the number and no regulation 
of-the machines, 

Governor Warren also vetoed a 
bill’ requiring the Cabinet to pro- 
vide the Florida Historical Society 
with office space. He said the pur- 
. Pose of- the Society was a “laud- 
able one” but it would be a dang- 
erous precedent for the State to 
start furnishing office space for 
non-State agencies, 

The Governor also vetoed a biil 
authorizing homesteading by war 
veterans of public lands in Palm 
Beach, Escambia and Polk Coun- 
ties,

Citrus Men Name 
21 Man Board 


LAKELAND — Florida Citrus 
Mutual ‘reelected practically all of 
its 21-man board of directors at 
the seven district elections held 
last week and went ahead” with 
Plans for its annual membership 
meeting to be held here June 21, 
at 10:00 A. M.at Mayhall Audi- 
torium. 

Nineteen of the 21 directors were 
renamed. The other two probably 
would also have been chosen again 
but withdrew. Both are from Polk 
County: Tom Swann, of Winter 
Haven, and Ben Hill Griffin, Jr., 
of Frostproof. It was known that 
Swann sought to .withdgaw from 
active participation in Mutual, al- 
though friends tried to induce him 
to continue as director. He is a 
former member and chairman of 
the Florida Citrus Commission and 
a veteran of the Florida citrus in- 
dustry. Griffin's announcement 
that he did not wish to be renom- 
inated came as a surprise. 

The‘ two new members of Mu- 
tual’s board are well equipped foz 
service on the directorate. They 
are Géorge Riddle of Lakeland and 
John T. Lesley, of Haines City. 
,Riddle , was chosen early this 
month as a member of the im- 
portant Growers Administrative 
Committee, which functions under 
the federal . citrus marketing 
agreement. Riddle tas no packing 
house connection. He has consider- 
able acreage of his own and also 
Serves ag caretaker on much other 
acreage in many parts of the state, 
including the East Coast. Lesley is 
continuing as a,.member of the 
Shippers Advisory Committee un- 
der the marketing agreement. He 
‘js associated with the Haines City 
Citrus Growers Association. 

The reelected Polk County di- 
rector is M. C. Dopler of Lake 

. Wales. 

Approximately 600 .growers at- 
tended the seven district elections. 
The result is considered a vote. of 
confidence ‘for the operation of 
Florida Citrus Mutual. The present 
directors were chosen three months 
ago after Mutual obtained 75 per- 
cent representation of the state’s 
citrus production. 

A. V. Saurman, of Clearwater, 
Mutual's president, was reelected.
